bdued the Province of Dagucftan in Georgia 5 
iat the Army only wante the heavy Artillery to 
idertake the Siege of Andrcoff, and that "tis ho- 
-d we fhall entirely diflodge the Mulcovites from 
cir Conquefts in thofe Parts. .The Roffian Refi- 
rot not having appeared here for fome Time paft, 
nfirms the Opinion of his being feceetly with- 
‘awn into his owa Country. The Exprefs that 
as laft fent tothe Czar’s Court is not yet retur- 
id, but ie impaticatly expeted, to know the 
tar’s final Refolution concerning the Demand made 
him by the Grand Signior, to know whether his 
zarifh Majefty will abandon all bis Conquefts in 
‘efia : I€ not, the Sultan is determined to de- 
are War again him. To which Purpofe, our 
on the Rivers Pruth, Borifthenes, and Ni- 
cf, are aupmented to 120,000 Men, befides 
000 Tartars that are divided intofeparate Bodice 
r the Convenience of Forage. Orders are fent 
the Bafhaws commanding in Nizza‘and in Albania, 
caufe all the Troops they can (pare, to march to- 
arde the River Pruth, whithee 4000 Janizaries 
we been fent within this Fortnight paft from 
drianople 3 however, the Standard of the Horfe- 
ail will not be fet up till the Grand-Vizier’s Bag- 
ge is ready, he being determined to Head the 
imy in Perfon which isto a& againft the Ruffians, 
wenty {mall Gallies laden with all kinds of Am- 
unition and Stores of War, were fent from hence 
e 22d paft, to be tranfported to Afoph. 
Petersbourg, Dec. 17. On the 13th Inftant, all 
the Foreign Minifters were again invited to the 
great Hall for Foreign Affairs, where, in Prefence 
of his Czarifla Majefty, who is now perfealy re- 
cover'd of histare [!Inefs, a longer Conference wae 
held on publick Affairathan has bappen’d fince 
bia Majefty’s Return from Perfia. On the 15th, 
an Exprefs arrived here from the Marquefs de 
Bonac, the French Ambaffadour at the Porte, 
who immediately delivered his Difpatches to M. 
Campredon, the French Envoy bere 5 upon which 
the faid Envoy was Y-fterday Morning in Con- 
ference with our Miniftere for the Space of two 
Hours. ’Tis given out, that the Porte is fill in- 
clined to continuc in Pesce with us, provided the 
Czar would declare, that he will reftore the 
Prince of Dagueftan to his Dominions, and make 


no farther Attempts in Peefia : But it feems that 
his Czarifi Majcfty is fully refolved to purfue 
the Schemes he has already formed. M.de Cam- 
predon has alfo received an Exprefs from his 
‘Court with Difpatches of .Moment, and ’tis {aid 
‘ that heis to follow our Coust to Mofcow;, whi- 
thee feveral of the Regency and the Privy-Coun- 
cil, as alfo Prince Menzikeff, with bis, Son. ace 
* a€tually gone. The Regiment of Horfe comman- _ 
* ded by the latter, together with the reft.of bis _ 
Majefty’s Life-Guards, and two Regi cots 
* Foot, are alfo marched that Way, in Order to 
* appear under Arme at their Majeftics Eorry into 
* Olonitz. His Majefty has ordered Prince Gallic- 
* zin to put off the March of the Forces under his 
* Command, defigning to review them at hie Acri- 
* val at Mofcow, where two Natives of Perfia have 
* been lately taken up for keeping Corre{pondence 

« with Miti-Weys. Several Treatics of Commerce 
* which are now cegociating, are carsicd on here 
with all poffible Diligeoce.. The Commiffioners 
* of the Oriental Company in particular, are. hard 
* at Work to bring their Affairs to a Conclufion be- 
* fore the Czas» Departure from hence,
